DESIGNED FOR GOOD SCOUTING 


Each of the unit campsites can be reached from 
the central parking area by well-developed pedestrian 
roads. Scouts arriving at Yorkville will have the op- 
portunity to hike from the administration area. Unit 
campsites are fully equipped with individual patrol 
areas, patrol tables and drinking water piped from 
the camp well through a frost-free water system which 
affords water even during the coldest of winter 
months. Sanitary facilities have also been winterized 
so that each campsite has a well heated, fully equipped 
latrine and washroom. 

Many program aids are available from the resi- 
dent director who is on hand to assist unit leaders 
in the development of their day or week-end program. 
Many trails across the Yorkville property afford 
Scouts an opportunity to see an abundance of Illinois 
wild life in its natural habitat. 


PLAN A DAY HIKE TO YORKVILLE 


Yorkville’s winter facilities readily lend them- 
selves to unit day hiking. Scouts arriving by 9:00 
a.m. will have more than 7 hours of daylight hiking 
time on the reservation. 

Yorkville is ideal for many phases of the advance- 
ment program. Unit leaders who have encouraged 
their Scouts to practice outdoor skills will have an 
opportunity during a day hike to pass most of the 
First or Second Class outdoor requirements. More 
advanced Scout units using the camp will enjoy 
improving their camping skills and the opportunities 
for work on many outdoor merit badge requirements. 


EQUIPMENT RENTAL 


Although most units will bring their own equipment 
with them, complete unit camping outfits are avail- 
able on a rental basis. All unit gear including char- 
coal stoves, trail chef cooking kits, tents, axes, and 
other program items needed by new or unequipped 
groups for a day hike or overnight can be rented for 
a nominal fee. 

Cooking at Yorkville will be done mostly on char- 
coal stoves; however, ample firewood is available for 
heating and advancement requirements. The camp 
has a fully equipped first aid center under the direc- 
tion of the resident director, and the nearby medical

man of the Council Camping Committee. The camp, 
which has been in the process of development for 
more than a year, has been designed to meet the 
individual needs of every Scout unit in the Chicago 
area. More than 29 camping sites are available in a 


variety of terrain from heavily wooded areas to field,

hilltop and valley sites, and Scout troops and Ex- 
plorer posts will be sure to find several well fitted to 
their own experience level. Many of the spring-fed 
streams in camp feed directly into the Fox River, 
northern boundary of the camp. 

The modern, practical design of the camp has in 
no way been allowed to detract from the outdoor 
appeal of this “scouting paradise.” The four-hun- 
dred-twenty-six acres of rolling woodland are com- 
pletely secluded with no public access beyond the 
administration area and large 250-car parking lot. 
Each campsite provides more than four usable acres 
for the camping troop or post, and is so laid out that 


individual patrols may retain their identity with ade- 


quate room for troop assembly and program needs. 


HOW TO GET THERE 


The Yorkville Scout Camp is easily reached from 
any part of the Chicago Area Council by paved high- 
ways directly to the village of Yorkville. Other paved 
roads continue into the camp parking lot. To get 
there, the following route is suggested: Take the 
Congress Expressway and the East-West Tollway 
to State Highway 47. Turn south (or left) on High- 
way 47 to the town of Yorkville. Then turn west (or 
right) at the first camp sign (at the junction of Fox 
Road and Highway 47 in Yorkville). Keep.on Fox 
Road for approximately 1.4 miles to the camp eén- 
trance sign.

| Advancement Plan Outlined 


Unit leaders who present written requests 
(transmittals) for advancement awards will 
note this procedure: 

(a) Transmittals and mail orders for 
awards should be addressed to the Chicago 
Area Council, not the trading post as the 
trading post is not operated by our coun- 
cil, It is a National Council outlet serving 
many councils, 

(b) Within 24 hours of its receipt at the 
council service center the transmittal will 
result in individual certificates being for- 
warded to the persons whose names are in- 
dicated. If money accompanies the mail 
order or the unit has money on deposit with 
our service center, actual badges will ac- 
company the typed certificates. 

(c) Unit leaders should take their ad- 
vancement forms directly to the trading 
post if they wish to purchase badges at the 
same time. The trading post will send the 
form to the service center after the order 
has been filled. 

(d) If extra awards (badges) are desired, 
secure the original request from our serv- 
ice center before approaching the clerks at 
ae trading post, This prevents unauthorized 
sales. 

(e) At the time of registration, leaders 
are given Bobcat and Tenderfoot pins at no 
cost. These pins identify new boys as offi- 
cially registered with” the Boy Scouts of 
America,
